G.S.R. 350.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 8 
of the Central Excise Rules, 1044 as in force in India and as applied to the State 
of Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby exempts absorption type 
refrigerators fitted with indigenous or imported cooling units from so much of 
the duty of excise leviable thereon, as is equivalent to the amount of duty of 
excise or the countervailing import duty already paid on such cooling units.
